It 
se ms to me that in the matter of intellect 
the ant must be a strangely overrated 
bird. During the many summers now I 
have watched him, when I had ought to 
have been rn better, and I have not yet 
come across a living ant that seemed to 
Uaye any more sense than a dead one. I 
refer to the ordinary ant; I have had no 
experience with those wonderful Swiss 
aud Atncan ones, which vote, keep drilled 
armies, holds slaves, aud dispute about re ­ 
ligion. Those particular ants may be all 
that the naturalist paints them, but I am 
persuaded that the average ant is a sham. 
I admit his industry, of course he Is the 
hardest 
working 
creature 
in 
me 
world — when 
anybody 
is 
looking—but 
his 
leather-headed* 
ness is the point I make against him. 
He 
goes out foraging, he makes a capture, and 
men what does lie do ? Go home ? No ; he 
goes anywnere bat home. 
He doesn’t 
kaow where home is. His home may be 
only three feet away ; no mailer, he can’t 
find it. 
He makes bis capture, as I have said ; it 
is generally someiniiig which eau bu of no 
sort of ut»e to himself or anybody else; ll 
is usually seven times bigger than it ougtii 
lo be ; be hunts out mu a wa Winie-t puce 
to take hold of it; he litis it bodily in the 
air by rnstu lorcu, and starts—not home, 
but in me opposite direction ; not Calmly 
aud wisely, but with a triu n e haste which 
is waste!ut ot his strength ; he (etches up 
against a pebble, and in*Uad ut 
going 
around it, he climbs over it backward?, 
dragging his 
body alter him, tumble? 
do wu 
the 
other side, jumps 
up 
in 
a passion, kick* tne dust off hi* clothes, 
moisten* his hands, grabs his property 
Viciously, yanks it this way. then that, 
shoves it ahead of him a moment, turns 
tail and lugs it atter him another moment, 
gets madder aud madder, then presently 
hoists it into the air aud goes tearing away 
la aa entirely new direction ; comes to a 
weed ; it neyer occurs to him to go around 
it. 
Nu ; he must climb it, and he does 
clima it, dragging his worthless property 
to the top—which is as bright a thing to 
do as it would bu tor inc to carry a sack of 
fl mr (rom Heidelberg to F an s by way ct 
Strasburg steeple ; when he gets up there 
he finds m at that is not the place ; takes a 
cuoory glance at the scenery, aud either 
climbs down again or tumbles down, aod 
starts off once m ore—as Usual, in a n e w 
direction. 
At the end of halt an hour he fetches up 
within six inches of the place he started 
from, aud lays his burden down. Mean­ 
time* he has fc-en oyer all tho ground for 
two 
yard* 
arouud, aod climbed all 
the 
weeds 
and 
pebbles 
he 
cim e 
across. 
Now 
he 
wipes 
the sweat from his brow, strokes his limbs, 
aud then marches aimlessly off, in a* vio­ 
lent a hurry as ever. He traverses a good 
deal of zig-gag country, aud by and by 
stumbles upon his same booty again. He 
does uot remember to have ever seen ii 
before; he looks around to see which is 
uot the way home, grabs his bandle and 
starts. He goes through the same adven­ 
ture he had before, finally stops to rest, 
then a friend comes along. Evidently the 
friend 
remarks 
that 
a 
last 
year’s 
grasshopper leg is a very noble acquisition 
and inquires where he got it. 
Evidently 
the proprietor does not remember exactly 
where he did get it, bat thinks he got it 
'’around here somewhere.” Evidently the 
fneud contracts to help him freight it 
home. Then, with a judgment peculi­ 
arly antic (pun not intentional), they 
take hold of oppciite ends or that grass­ 
hopper’s leg and begin to tug with all their 
might in opposite directions.

M IL W A U K E E G B A IH BEFORT. 
Special Correspondence Janesville Gazette. 
Milwaukee, May 10—9 a. rn. 
Dear Sir:—The uncertain tone of the market 
noted in oar last has been followed daring the 
past week by a steadier feeling and gradual 
■ lengthening in prices. The controlling power 
of the clique has been more positively felt thin 
at any time heretofore. The demand for cash 
wheat for shipment shows a very material im­ 
provement, and oar stocks show a redaction of 
236 OOO bushels. The demand 
at seaboard 
points continues strong, and an outward move­ 
ment of 1,900,060 bushels of wheat Is reported. 
Late reports from many spring wheat points in 
the Southwest indicate more or less damage to 
the crop by extremely hot, dry weather, accom­ 
panied by high winds. Throughout the North­ 
west the seeding is about completed, many fields 
which were sown to winter wheat last fall hav­ 
ing been replanted to coarse grains. In some 
sections, complaint is made that the unseasona­ 
ble weather of the past two weeks has caused a 
rank growth of straw on early sown fields, with 
no chance for a healthy rooting.

Remihiscences of Early Railroading. 
Mr. J. U. Jackman ta a Ft cent letter 
aaowa that in the matter of speed locomo­ 
tive engines of to-day are not greatly au 
perior to those of earlier limea. He says: 
* lo 1849 Rob* VV loans, of Baltimore, built 
a locomotive for the Boston and Worcefr- 
ter Railroad, it had a seveu-toot driving- 
wheel, aud was intended for very high 
•peed. It had ated springs to support the 
weight, and was fitted with mao? new de­ 
vices. I was seut to Baltimore to look 
after the

locomotive,

to study the matter of coal burning, which 
WM a new thing on the roads of New 
Bogland at that time. I roo the engine 
tor about bix week-*, and would have run 
her longer but for the tact of her driving 
wheels breaking.

These 
broken drivers were replaced with im­ 
ported wrought iron wheel*, the first of 
the kind ever imported. The locomotive 
was named the Carroll, of Carrollton. Its

The New Version. 
The necessity for aa authorized Bog* 
lish text of the Bible led to the appoio’- 
meet, May G, 1870. by the Convocation of 
Canterbury, of a committee with power to 
revise the King James version of 1611, and 
to associate with them scholars of other 
denominations. The American committee 
was organized in 1S7I, under the power of 
association 
It was selected from differ­ 
ent denominations, chiefly from professors 
In theological seminaries. Several deaths 
have occurred among the British and 
American committees, and at the present 
time the British Committee contains fifty- 
two active members, twenty.seven at wotk 
on the Old Testament, twenty-five on the 
New ; the American of 
twenty-seven, 
fourteen on the Old and thirteen on the 
New. It was not intended that 
he 
committee should furnish a new transla­ 
tion ; but they were expected to make a 
conservative revision of the text, removing 
“errors, obscurities and inconsistencies,” 
“introducing as few alterations as possible 
consistently with faithfulness ”

late mediaeval manuscripts, the revisers 
have followed in the New Testament the

uncial manuscripts,” 
which can mean nothing else than the 
Smartie anil Yactican codices of the 
fourth century.
